couple of days in looking around through 
the mountain mnes. There are four or 
five thousand men at work in the vicinity, 
either mining, or preparing to begin as 
soon as the weather 1s more favorable.

Don’t Stampede. 


Recent flattermg reports from the Ar- 
kansas, we fear, are going to cause a stam- 
pede from the Gregory and surrounding 
mines. Some miners are selling their 
claims and others are leaving without sell- 
ing; but few have yet got off, but many 
are talking and preparing to leave. We 
fear the consequence will be a general 
rush when the movement begins. Re- 
ports of twenty and thirty dollars per day 
are common, but we have no hesitation in 
pronouncing them untrue. A reliable 
gentleman of our acquaihtance, who 
has prospected the country, and left the 
newly discovered diggings within the last 
ten days, says there are ‘ten dollar 
diggings” with rockers, when the ground 
thaws’ The groun’ is hard frozen and 
the country is covered with snow and ice, 
except along the river bottom. Very 
little country is really known to be rich. 
Operations are confined to the bars of 
the river, and the ground has first to be 
thawed by building fires where it is de- 
signed to dig. 

The rich deposits are expected to be 
found in the gulches, where the snow will 
certainly remain for a mon'h to come.— 
Two or three weeks further prospecting, 
by the thirty or forty men who are al- 
ready on the ground, will determine more 


of five or six feet. Mr. H. and his com- 
pany, in prospecting five days, took from 
the surface, with a small hand rocker, six- 
ty-five dollars, a specimen of which he 
has shown us, which 1s mostly fine dust 
but clean and bright, resembling the Tar- 
ryali gold. As they prospected deeper 
they found coarser particles, and think 
that when the bed rock is reached the gold 
will be quite coarse. Preparations were 
being made, to go into mining extensively.

From the Arkansas River Diggings.

Kenrey's Mixixe District,

Eprror News:—It was on the 15th of 
February that a party, twenty-five in num- 
ber, left the city of Denver and Aararia, 
for the purpose of prospecting for the 
hidden treasure that is found so univer- 
sally in this auriferous region We took 
the Cherry Creek road, and on the 16th 


crossed the divide between Cherry Creek | 


and Black Squirrel, which brought us in 
full view of the Spanish Peaks, and a 
large tract of level country, composed of 
the valleys of the Fountaine-qui-Bouille 
and Arkansas rivers. These valleys 
present a sublime appearance, in contrast 
with the adjoming mountains, when seen 
from the highlands of Squirrel Cteelc. 
On the 20th we passed through Colo- 
rado City, and camped under the shadow 
of old Pike’s Penk. Our progress after

February 26th brought us in full view 
of the South Park. The pine covered 
knolls interspersed throughout the Park, 
gave ıt the appearance of a beautiful 
sheet of water, with here and there an 
island rising abruptly from the surface 
We saw thousands of Antelope, but they 
were exceedingly wild and shy. 

We crossed the divide between the 
Park and the Arkansas cn the 3d of 
March, and several pans of dirt were 
washed in the different ravines, ard we 
never failed to get a good color 

We reached our present location on 
the 9th of March, and on the 10th organ- 
ized a district, naming nt “ Kelley’s Min- 
ing District.” after Mr. A. G. Kelley, 
who prospected this region late Inst fall. 
A set of resolutions were drafted by a 
committee appointed for the purpose, and 
acted upon at an adjourned meeting in 
the evening of the 10th. J B. Earl was 
elected President of the company, and 
Wm. Fields Secretary and Recorder. , 

As there is, no doubt, a great deal of 
talk and speculation about the Arkansas 
diggings, round about Denver, I will state 
a few facts in regard to the matter.— 
There are no other diggings discovered, 
except the bar or river diggings. There 
is so much ice in the river at present that 
it cannot be prospected to advantage, but 
the banks and high bars will prospect 
from one to three cents per pan on the 
surface. The bed rock has not yet been 
found, but every one 1s confident of a 
good thing in the bed of the river. Men 
are now making from two to five dollars 
per day, with small rockers, being obliged 
to thaw the dirt, and carry it Ia buckets 
from ten to twenty yards. ‘The gold 
found here is equal in quality to the 
Platte or Cherry Creek gold, and mostly 
fine,no pieces having been found that would 
weigh more than eight or ten cents. 

People already begin to fluck in here, 
and there will, no doubt, be three or 
four hundred men here before the ist 
of April. 

The snow 1s fast disappearing, and 
there 1s nothing to hinder people from 
coming m with wagons or carts, and one 
or two thousand pounds load. 

I will write no more at this time as it 
is now nearly dark.

On the Sthcinst. we set out on a long 
contemplated journty to the famous Peak; 
for, notwithstanding a year’s residence in, 
the gold region, or according to the popu 
Jar idea, “at Pikes Peak”—we never 
had been nearer than within forty of 
fifty miles of the hoary old patriarch. 

Qur company consisted of Judge 
Houghton, Fred. Z. Salomon, M. Feyn. 
aon, and Wm. Parish; our conveyaice 
the ambulance of the Judge, drawn by 
four Mexican mules, and a saddle-mule 
ridden by “ Billy.” oe 

At half past 10 a. x. wa bid adieu to 
a large concourse of weeping-and slightly 
unnerved friends, the lines were cast 
off, and we rolled aut of Denver at a reg- 

`- ulap Mexican mule trot up the valley of 
the Platte, at a speed of about sıx miles 
an hour—we went past cabins, ranches, 
ahd diggings, up the valley of Plum 
Creek, to our afternoon halt—two o'clock 
where we proposed taking a short 
“blowing spell.” — 

The valley of the Platte is being rapid- 
ly settled up; Fences are extended near- 
ly all along the brow of the bench,” 
enclosing all the bottom land for culuva- 
uon. Fields are plowed in many places, 
‘and we noticed one green with a crop of 
fall wheat. A few weeks since, m 
passing, we could see no sign of life, and 
had, mentally, set down fall or winter 
wheat a failure in this country, but now 
at gives promise of a good crop. But few 
settlements have yet been made along 

~ Plum creek, and we noticed no prepara- 
| tions for agricuhure. Throughout its en- 
|, tire length—over thirty miles—it offers a 
most inviting field for agriculture and 
horticulture. io 

Upon driving up the mules for the 
afternoon start—four o'clock—two of 
them manifested a disposition to return 
to the city, and forthwith got up a rapid 
stampede on their own account. They 
were overtaken, however, in a chase of 
three mules, driven back, and made to 
resume—very unwillingly—their ald 
places at the wheels. A late start and 
rough unbroken road after taking the 
‘cut off,” soon made it manifest that we 
would be unable to reach our anticipated 

- resting place—Huntsviile—and as the 
sun set, we camped in a dry gulch, at tts 
junction with Plum creek.

under a strap in the middle of the shoe, 
by which the shoe is moved.

The changes that have occurred since the 
publication of our first number has been 
great—ihe, year has been an eventful 
one. We look with pleasure on the past 
—its difficulties surmounted—and with 
bright anticipations to the future, so radi- 
ent with hope. ; 

In the winter of °58-9 we conceived 
the idea of purchasing a printing office 
fot the purposa of commencing, early in 
the coming spring, the publication of a 
newspaper at this place. Our arrange- 
ments were made in due season, and on 
the 9th of March, 1859, as soon as it was 
deemed safe to start on a trip across the 
plains, we left the city of Omaha, Neb.— 
te which place, when it was on the western. 
most verge of civilization, we had been 
among the first to come—with the press, 
types, and a portion of the materials for 
our paper. Westward we followed our 
guiding star..- 

After a wearisome journey through 
mud and snow, during which we encoun- 
tered storms that gave no pleasure to the 

-— trip, we had forded the rivers, and crossed 
the plains; we were at our journey’s end. 

On the 20th of April our wagons drove 
up to a log house, now known as the 
u Young America Saloon,” situated in 
that portion of Denver, then, and until re- 
cently, known as “ Auraria.” It was the 
house of the place, being the only one 
that had a board floor. Here, in the 
shadow of the mountains, on the 23d of 
April, two days after our arrival, we 
issued the first number of the Rocky 
Movxrarm News, the first newspaper 
published in the gold region, and within 
the limits of the then unnamed Territory 
of Jefferson. 

But little was then known of the coun- 
try. Gold had been discovered in small 
quantities in the sands of Cherry Creek, 
and in the banks and bars of the Platte, 
giving sure promise, as we beleived, of 
rich deposits in the mountains. But of 
the mountains, themselves, but compara- 
tively nothing was known, for no passes 
to the interior ranges had been discov- 
ered, and the snow and ice that blocked 
the canons, and covered the heights, for- 
‘bade all exploration. Soon the immense 
tide of almost destitute emigrants came 
Pouring in, and eagerly grasped at the 
quicksands of Cherry Creek, to be disap? 
pointed, disheartened, and embittered not 
to find it literally glitiering with gold, 
This emigration rushed back in a con- 
fused mass, telling most doleful tales of 
the poverty of the country, and seeking 
to incite the wrath of all against the 
Pioneers—now regarded as benefactors 
of their race—who had given to the 
world the -discovery of the precious 
metal. 

s£ These were the dark days of the past 
year. We, in common with many oth- 
ers, had faith in the existence of im- 
mense gold fields not far distant in the 
mountains; Fut of what good were they 
to us if none would seek the treasure? 
How could we print and publish a news- 
paper unless there existed a community 
to sustain it? In addition to the general 
gloomy aspect of affairs we were disap- 
pointed in the mvch needed assistance 
promised us before we left the States. 
and which we daily expected until hope 

-of its arrival grew feeble, faltered, and 
finally died. Yet we continued publish- 
ing the paper, though often so scant of 
“material, owing to the failure of our 
promised supplies, that we were com- 
pelled to print the News on small sized 
brown wrapping paper.

try would condemn the perpetrators to 
ignominy and shame; age was not re- 
spected—sHe gray hairs of John Poisel’s 
old Ipdian wife could not protect her, 
she was taken from her husbands side in 
bed; but before they succeeded ın their 
hellish work, crippled as he is, compelled 
them, by threats with his pistol, to release 
The same night three mules were 
stolen from the Indians, taken off some 
ten miles and fettered, but the ‘theves 
could not sfeal the trail; the 1ed man 
found his mules, and on Sunday morning 
: came to me with their complaints, thunk- 
ing my influence with the whites would 
be as potent as with them. As there ıs 
no resident agent here to advise and 
settle their troubles. The gravest diffi- 
culties are more than hkely to occur, 
which will result in actual war. 

They left here on Sunday morning to 
deliberate in council, as to the course 
they ought to pursue. I asked them to 
make no definite conclusion until I had a 
talk with the whites, when I am to meet 
them ın council and report, 1f the white 
men of Denver tolerate such inhuman 
and ungrateful conduct. 

The Indians are as keenly sensible to 
acts of injustice, as they are tenacious of 
revenge, and it ıs more humiliating to 
them to be the recipients of such treat- 
ment upon thet: awn lands, which they 
have been deprived of, their game driven

Nothing rich had been fqund 
except in the discovery Chim I saw 
some very fine specimens of gold bearing 
quariz, and am satisfied that as soon as 
the snow disappears so that patties can 
prospect the country, new and very lich 
discoveries will be made. 

At Tarryall there was no snow of any 
consequence, and miners at work were 
doing: very well. Mr. Shroeger was 
taking out from twenty to thirty-five dol- 
lars a day with one hand, and ona bank 
found this winter, being a continuation of 
the same streak of pay dut. They were 
rocking out from fifteen to twenty dollars 
a day, most of the claims were being 
worked.
